GENERAL GROWING INSTRUCTIONS 
YOU CAN GROW ORCHIDS 


No Matter Where You Live 


Simply read and carefully follow 
these instructions. These are general 
instructions that apply to most or- 
chids. In the following catalog we 
have added special notes for those 
orchids that want different growing 
conditions in any way. 
1—-TEMPERATURE — The tempera- 
ture you keep in your home is fine 
for growing orchids. They like tem- 
peratures between 55° and 85° F. No 
damage is done by occasional drops 
in temperature into the 30’s for short 
periods of time as long as no frost 
settles on the leaves. 
2—SUN-—Give your orchid plants all 
the sun you can without burning 
them. During the winter months this 
usually means all the sun they can 
get. In the summer months, light 
shade during the middle of the day is 
advisable, but full early morning sun 
and full late afternoon sun is ideal. If 
you want to, you can hang your plants 
outside under a tree during the warm 
months of the year when the tempera- 
ture is above 50°F. Be sure you pick 
a tree or spot where the plants will 
get at least 50% sunlight. The more 
sun you give your plants without 
burning them, the stronger the growth 
and the heavier the flowering. 
3—WATER—Orchid plants must dry 
out completely between waterings. 
Once a week with a good, heavy 
watering is usually sufficient. Natur- 
ally, a plant in a small pot will dry out 
more quickly than one in a larger pot. 
To tell if your plant needs water—feel 
_ the pot. If the pot feels cool the plant 
does not need water. If the pot feels 
warm, or room temperature, the plant 
needs water. When you do water, 
really water the plants heavily—then 
don’t water again until the pots are 
absolutely bone dry. 

To water—Take your plants to the 
sink or laundry tub. Mix one tea- 
spoon of Fenorco Plant Food to a gal- 
lon of tepid water. Pour this mixture 
over the plant. The water will run 
directly through the pot and it will 
take approximately % gallon of water 
to give a plant in a 5” pot a heavy 
watering. Always water in the morn- 
ing. To wash out any accumulation of 
plant food that might occur water 
once monthly with clear water at the 
regular watering time. 
4—FOOD — All living things require 
food. Orchid plants cannot live in- 
definitely on air and water alone, so 
for strong growth and lovely flowers 
be sure to feed your plants regularly

This food 
was developed by us for bloom and 
strong growth and it can be used on 
all your house plants, such as Philo- 
dendron, African violets, Begonias, 
Gardenias, Anthuriums, Amaryllis, 
and Christmas cactus. In fact, any 
plant you grow. 

5—HUMIDITY—No expensive equip- 
ment is necessary or advisable to pro- 
vide humidity for your orchid plants. 
Any pan large enough to hold your 
plants is all right. Fill the pan with 
tiny stones, gravel, shells, or brightly 
colored aquarium stones. Next fill the 
pan about # full of water. Place the 
pan in a sunny window and arrange 
your pots on top of the gravel or 
stones. Be sure the pots sit above the 
level of the water—never let the pots 
sit in the water. 


6—CLEANLINESS—The easiest way 
to keep a few plants healthy and clean 
is to wipe them down occasionally 
with a wet cloth or sponge and mild 
soap such as Ivory. If you leave a little 
suds on the plants, it won’t hurt them. 
If you have a large collection of plants 
use Fenoroco Plant Spray. 


7—AIR—Orchid plants like the same 
kind of atmosphere you do. It makes 
no difference what kind of heating 
system you have, gas, oil, coal, or 
radiant heat. If the air in your house 
is good for you to breathe, your orchid 
plants will like it too.

CULTURAL HINTS 
Give Em Sun! 


Orchids need sun and plenty of it, this is 
particularly so while they are in active growth 
so watch to see that they get plenty of sun- 
light during the summer months. In nature they 
grow in the upper third of light, sparsely 
leaved trees where there’s an abundance of 
tropical sunlight and air. 


If possible in the summer hang your plants 
in trees but place them so that they get at 
least 50% sunlight. ONLY the midday sun is 
dangerous—they can take full sun before ten 
thirty and after three. The new growths on 
your plants should be strong, light green, 
heavy and upright. They should not be dark 
green, long, thin, and curving. If they are— 
give them more sun NOW.

FENNELL’S ORCHID NEWS 


THE BEGINNINGS 
L. A. FENNELL 


The first contact with orchids we Fennells 
had was in the winter of 1888 when young, 
eighteen year old Lee Fennell was taken out 
of college and sent on doctors orders to 
Mexico City. 

While in the flower markets of Mexico 
City, Lee saw and bought plants of Laelia 
anceps and Laelia Antumnalis. By persistant 
inquiries he found that these plants had 
come from the region of Orizaba. Lee then 
went to Orizaba and spent several weeks 
collecting orchids in the neighboring hills 
and on the lower parts of Mt. Orizaba. He 
found a number of plants of Laelia anceps, 
Laelia Autumnalis, Chysis bractescens, and 
several Oncidiums and Epidendrums. He 
packed all these plants in large native bas- 
kets and took them back to his home in 
Cynthiana, Kentucky. 

In Cynthiana, Lee’s mother had a rose 
pit (a glass covered pit about 12 feet deep, 
20 feet wide and 35 or 50 feet long). It was 
heated in very cold weather with a kerosene 
stove. 

The Mexican orchids grew well in the 
rose pit and flowered profusely. Lee became 
more and more interested, imported Cattle- 
yas from South America, built a small range 
of greenhouses and went into the orchid 
Hotes which he followed the rest of his 
life. 

He grew his first Cattleya hybrid from 
seed in 1912 using the old turkish towel 
method. He stayed in Cynthiana growing 
orchids until 1918 when he moved to Lex- 
ington, Kentucky and entered the retail 
florist business taking his orchids with him, 
of course. 

In 1923 he left Lexington for Florida 
with his family, a truck and his best orchids. 

In 1924 he bought the site of the present 
Orchid Jungle and moved his rapidly grow- 
ing orchid collection there. His first act was 
to plant some of his orchids on the huge oak 
trees of the hammock. A lath house was 
built and the orchids did well. The Florida 
boom was on which provided a ready market 
for the flowers. 

The little business grew and flourished in 
a very modest way, affected but not stopped 
by the bursting of the Florida boom and the 
great depression of 1930. 

Lee carried on at the Orchid Jungle until 
his health failed in 1941 and during the 
period 1941-1944 the Fennell Orchid Com- 
pany and the Orchid Jungle were in virtual 
eclipse. 


THOMAS A. FENNELL, SR. 
(2nd generation) 

T. A. Fennell, Sr. was born in Cynthiana, 
Kentucky on February 12th, 1902. Among 
his earliest recollections are those of his 
Father’s orchid houses on Pike Street and 
family discussions concerning orchids. Later 
he attended the University of Kentucky 
where he was a student instructor in the 
Art Department and where he met hie wife, 
Dorothy. They were married in 1924. 


In 1928 he entered the Department of 
Agriculture at the Plant Introduction Gar- 
den at Chapman Field, Coconut Grove, 
Florida, where plants from all the tropics 
are introduced and established. 


During 1935-1939 Tom Sr. was Chief of 
Operations at the National Agricultural Re- 
search Center at Beltsville, Maryland, (the 
largest agricultural experiment station in the 
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Our founder L. A. Fennell, taken in his 
seedling greenhouse about 1938 


U.S.). In 1939 he went to Haiti as Agri- 
cultural Advisor to the Haitian Government 
and later was President of a company there 
developing rubber, sisal, lumber, cocoa, etc. 

From 1945-1949 he headed a similar large 
agricultural development in Puerto Rico. 

Dorothy and Tom have two sons, Tom Jr. 
who works in the business and Dudley who 
is studying medicine at Duke University, 
Durham, North Carolina. 

During the years between 1930 and 1949 
Tom made numerous trips to tropical or- 
chid regions such as Colombia, Venezuela, 
Peru, Panama, Mexico, the West Indies in- 
cluding Trinidad, Jamaica, Cuba; as well as 
Hawaii, and was constantly adding interest- 
ing species to the collection at the Orchid 
Jungle. 
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T. A. FENNELL, JR. 
3rd generation 


T. A. Fennell, Jr. was born in Miami, 
Florida on May 31, 1927. His first home was 
a little rock house in the edge of the Jungle 
where he has lunch each day to this very 
day, though he has lived many places in 
between. Life on experiment stations was 
interesting with its fascinating experiments 
with animals and plants. Then for the better 
part of ten years he lived with his parents 
in Haiti and Puerto Rico. Tom Jr. and his 
father collected orchids extensively through 
these islands and had many opportunities to 
observe them growing wild. This led to won- 
derful years at Cranbrook School, Bloom- 
field Hills, Michigan, where he graduated 
cum laude, and to an S.B. at Harvard, with 
frequent trips back and forth to “home” in 
Haiti and Puerto Rico. 

In 1946 the pleasure of working with 
orchids drew Tom Jr. and the lure of hy- 
bridizing, growing, selecting, blooming and 
importing orchids continues, as his chosen 
life work. 

In answer to “Where can I get a book on 
orchids?”, heard so often at the Orchid 
Jungle, he has written “Orchids for Home 
and Garden”, now being published by Rine- 
hart and Company and available this spring. 


Tom Jr. and Trudy, his wife, have three 
small children. Trudy is an avid amateur 
orchid collector. She has a varied collection, 
some growing in ground beds, some in trees, 
some are in pots, some mounted on bark. 
Her special interest is in the miniature and 
botanical types. 


When Tom and Trudy were first married, 
Trudy was very active in the business, but 
as their family has grown, she has had less 
and less time to devote to the business. 
These days her help is limited mostly to 
special jobs such as helping at the various 
orchid shows that we compete in and acting 
as a “guinea-pig” amateur grower for the 
Fennell Orchid Company to experiment on.

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How to Read This Catalog 


This year our catalog is arranged differ- 
ently—the following comments may make 
it easier to read and understand. 


All orchids are listed alphabetically by 
name. At the beginning of each new group 
we have written a brief introduction telling 
about that particular group and if they have 
any special or unusual characteristics’ or 
special cultural needs we have tried to tell 
you about them there. If no special growing 
instructions are given, then the general grow- 
ing instructions on page 2 apply. 


Sizes and Prices 


Most of these plants are available in 
several sizes and prices. First you will notice 
that pot sizes are given. These sizes are only 
general or average as we are constantly re- 
potting but most of the plants will be in 
the sizes listed or in larger sized pots. 


Seedlings are priced according to size and 
the overall height of the plants are given in 
each case so that you will know what size 
plants you can expect at each price. 


Mature plants are listed as such and us- 
ually with the size indicated as 1 lead, 2 
lead, etc. A one lead plant is a single plant 
that can be expected to bloom this year 
with one stem of flowers. A two lead plant 
should produce two stems and so on. 


A few abbreviations have been used for 
commonly re-occuring words such as: 


lav for lavender 

PW for pure white 

WPL for white with purple lip 
S&P for sepals and petals

PHALAENOPSIS 


A very elegant and beautiful group of or- 
chids—most are white but we also have 
pinks, yellows with brown and red spots, 
and lavenders. The flowers usually last very 
well on the plants—up to 3-4 months and the 
large white types can be made to bloom 
several times a year—they are very easy to 
grow and will suited to home culture. The 
General Growing Instructions are fine for 
Phalaenopsis except that they do like a little 
more water and can get along with less 
sun than most orchids. Common names: 
“Dogwood” or “Moth” Orchid. To make the 
large white types bloom more than once a 
year is very simple—when a bloom stem 
finishes blooming, do not cut it off at the 
bottom—cut it just behind the lowest, or Ist 
flower or the scar where this flower’s stem 
joined the main stem. Then, if the plant is 
strong enough, it will put out a “side- 
break” flower stem from one of the latent 
buds under the scales along the main flower 
stem—these should bloom within 2-3 months. 
This process can be repeated on each stem 
—sometimes for years. We had one plant at 
the Orchid Jungle that was in bloom con- 
stantly for about 5 years—and at one time 
had 8 bloom stems on it—this should be done 
only on the Jarger and stronger plants.
